life, bestowing Kindness as only an af­ 
fectionate child can to a lov ing and af­ 
fectionate mother. 
She ui.itfd with the 
Lutheran church at the age of* six teen 
y ears aud remained with thai church un­ 
til about twenty -six y ears ago when she 
united with the Ev angelical Association. 
The fiv e sons are men of business tact 
and integrity . 
S. K. Hollister in Corn­ 
ing, Iowa; W. It. Hollister in the same 
city ; T. J . Hollister i9 a lainur near 
Pauuee, Iowa; J ohn A. Hollister is in 
Nebraska and M. W. Hollister is on the 
homestead farm. 
The daughters are liv ­ 
ing in the follow ing plnr'**» : Mrs. Hein- 
baugh, near the homestead farm; Mrs. 
Deav lm, in Dix on; Mrs. Ilauze, Amboy ; 
Mr9 . Shrader, Chicago. 
The funeral was 
attended by a large number of friends 
and neighbors; the remains being laid to 
rest in the cemetery on the Chicago road 
a few miles from Dix on.

—General Gordon, of Georgia, is book­ 
ed for a few speeches in Ohio in the des­ 
perate effort to defeat Foraker in the 
coming election.

Gov ernor gav e some facts concerning the 
Ku-Klux organization, which numbered 
fifty -fiv e thousand members and had kill­ 
ed thirty thousand people in cold blood 
with horrible attrocitics.

face to his remarks on Gordon. 
He then 
said: 
MI charge Gov ernor Gulden with 
hav ing been a member of the Ku-Klux 
organization, and when he comes into 
Ohio to answer my alleged assaults upon 
the South, I want him also to tell why 
he should hay e aided, as a member of the 
Ku-Klux , assaults on the rights of v oters. 
I also want Gov ernor Gordon to answer 
whether he was the ‘Cy clops’ of his or­ 
ganization, or only a common ‘Ghoul of 
the dev il.’ 
As Gov ernor Gordon’s testi 
mony before the inv estigating committee 
left the matter in doubt, I also want him 
to state whether Jfce is now of the same 
opinion as he was then, that 
seces­ 
sion and rebellion arc not treason.”

were secured five oars. 
It g ave no evidence

The same tug found a piece of 
tho steamer’s ice-box and in it two blankets 
so secured as to show that some person 
sought to preserve his life by binding him self 
to the portion of the wreck by means of tho 
blankets. 
A pail belonging to tho steamer 
was also picked up by the tug Albatross. 
All 
these relics were found eig ht miles from Two 
Rivers, east-southeast, which would indicate 
that if any bodies come nshore they will be 
quite a distance south of that portiou of the 
beach patrolled by tho life-saving crow at 
Two Rivers, who watch the beach for a dis­ 
tance of eig ht miles. 
“ Lake captains are of the opinion that the 
disaster occurred near tho treacherous Two 
Rivers Point, so fatal in tho past to lake 
craft. 
The steamer is supposed to have g ot 
nearer the point than the captain purposed, 
and in turning to avoid com ing dang erously 
close to the beach careened so as to shift her 
« ieck loa« i to one side, causing her to roll 
over. ” 
A dispatch from M ackinaw City says; 
“ Miss Sally Durkin, of Chicago, and Miss 
K ate Gallagher, of M ackinaw Island, who 
took passage on the ill-fated vessel Vernon 
for Chicago, and were supposed to be lost, 
are safe, having for some reason stopped off 
at Beaver Island.”
